Teachers-in-training, at the Ontario Teachers’ Col- 
leges and Ontario Colleges and Faculties of Edu- 
cation, and teachers who hold Letters of Standing 
may apply for admission to any of the courses for 
which they are otherwise qualified. A Letter of Per- 
mission will not be accepted in lieu of a basic 
teaching certificate for admission to any course. 


Some courses require a certain number of years of 
successful teaching experience as a prerequisite 
to admission. Teaching experience obtained ona 
Letter of Permission will not be accepted towards 
the experience requirement for any course. 


The eligibility of each applicant for Ministry credit 
will be determined by the Education Records 
Branch, Ministry of Education, Ontario, Mowat

Application and Fees 

Applications for admission to the courses are to 
be mailed to the Ministry of Education, Ontario, 
Box 560, Postal Station F, 50 Charles Street East, 
Toronto, in an envelope postmarked not later than 
May 13, 1974 (June 17 for August courses).

When he qualifies for 
an Ontario interim teaching certificate and com- 
pletes any teaching experience that may be re- 
quired, he may apply to the Education Records 
Branch for the certificate. 


Ministry Credit 

A candidate who has been admitted by the Educa- 
tion Records Branch to a course, workshop, or 
seminar for which a certificate is not given may be 
granted a Ministry Credit in the form of a Letter of 
Attendance or Success, if the official in charge of 
the course reports to the Education Records 
Branch that the candidate has successfully com- 
pleted the course, seminar, or workshop. 


If a teacher earns a certificate ‘valid in an elemen- 
tary school (or an elementary and a secondary 
school) in which the holder is otherwise qualified 
to teach’’, this certificate does not permit the 
teacher to teach in the ‘field’ of the certificate. (e.g. 
Music or Special Education) in an elementary 
school if his only basic certificate is a secondary 
one. 


Appeals 

A candidate who does not qualify for standing ina 
course may have his case reconsidered by lodg- 
ing an appeal, in writing, with the Education Re- 
cords Branch on or before November 8, 1974, stat- 
ing the reasons for the appeal, and by paying a fee 
of $2.00 to the Treasurer of Ontario.

dimensional work completed in the course, and a 
knowledge of the historical trends in art and 
design. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Supervisor's 
Certificate in Art. 


Location: Toronto. 


Art Specialist 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to this course if he holds a certificate or 
Letter of Standing qualifying him to teach in a sec- 
ondary school in Ontario; an Intermediate Art Cer- 
tificate or its equivalent; and if he submits ev- 
idence of two years of successful teaching 
experience. 


Course information: Candidates for the Special- 
ist Certificate in Art will be required to demon- 
Strate intelligent awareness of the use and impor- 
tance of visual arts and crafts in general educa- 
tion, reasonable skill and ability in two- and three- 
dimensional work completed in the course, and a 
knowledge of the historical trends in art and 
design. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Specialist Cer- 
tificate in Art. 


Location: Toronto. 


Childhood Education - Great Britain 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 


holds a certificate qualifying him to teach in an 
elementary school in Ontario may be admitted to 
the course. This course will be of special interest 
to administrators, principals, vice-principals, and 
consultants. Since the enrolment in the course will 
be limited to 25, preference will be given to appli- 
cants who hold these positions, although applica- 
tions are also invited from interested teachers, 
who submit evidence of at least five years of suc- 
cessful teaching experience, at least three of 
which shall have been in the Primary and Junior 
Division. 


Course information: This course will be held 
from July 2 to August 2, and will include visits to 
Infant and Junior Schools. Lectures and seminars 
will be given by outstanding leaders in the field of 
early childhood education. Field trips and work- 
shops are planned and will be adapted to the 
needs and interests of the participants. The course 
is designed to provide a practical, in-depth study 
of childhood education in Great Britain for experi- 
enced educators. 


Ministry credit: A candidate who successfully 
completes the course will be given a Letter of 
Success. 


Location: London, Bristol, Kent and Worcester- 


shire areas.

Community-School Development 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary school in Ontario 
may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: This course is designed to 
give participants the opportunity to study the de- 
velopment of a community-focused curriculum 
and to examine the relationships (and their rami- 
fications) that can exist between school and com- 
munity. Consideration will be given to such topics 


as: Co-ordination of Community Resources to sup- 


port the Educational Process (work experience, 


organization and maintenance of community- 
school, extended-day programming); Administra- 
tion of aCommunity School (utilization of person- 
nel, such as extended-day co-ordinators, commu- 
nity-school workers, guidance personnel, and so- 
cial workers); and the Development of Programs 
for Volunteers and Community Resource People. 
Also explored will be the area of citizen in- 
volvement in the educational process and the vari- 
ous ways in which it can and may occur, as well 
as the implications of such activity for citizens, 
educators, and administrators. Wherever possible, 
participatory techniques and self-directed learning 
will be employed, including field experience, vol- 
unteer service, community interviews, participant 
observation, and individual and small-group pro- 
jects. A team including the principal, a counsellor, 
and teachers from the same school might be en- 
couraged to take the course to ensure optimum 
future application. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Certificate in 
Community-School Development. . 


Location: Toronto. 


Didactique de l'anglais langue seconde 


Conditions d’admission: Les détenteurs d’un 
brevet ou d'une lettre d’attestation valides dans 
les écoles élémentaires ou secondaires de |’On- 
tario sont admissibles a ce cours.

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Elementary School Librarians - Elementary 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary school in Ontario 
may be admitted to this course. Enrolment for this 
course will be limited. 


Course information: The course will include an 
introduction to the philosophy and function of the 
school library; library services; and selection, or- 
ganization, and administration of library materials. 
Teachers admitted to the course will be required 
to complete a reading program. 


Certification: An Elementary Certificate for 
School Librarians will be granted to a teacher who 
successfully completes the course. 


Location: Toronto 


Elementary School Librarians - 
Intermediate, Part | 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to this course if he holds an Elementary 
Certificate for School Librarians or a letter stating 
that he has successfully completed Part | of the 
former course that led to a Certificate as Elemen- 
tary School Teachery-Librarian. Enrolment to this 
course will be limited. 


Course information: This course will consist of 
advanced work in the organization of educational 
media services in the school. Emphasis will be 
placed on selection, cataloguing, distribution, and 
utilization of print and non-print materials. Teach- 
ers admitted to the course will be required to com- 
plete a reading program. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes Part | of the course leading to an Intermedi- 
ate Certificate for School Librarians will be given a 
Letter of Success. 


Location: Windsor, Thunder Bay, and Toronto 


Elementary School Librarians - 
Intermediate, Part Il 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to the course who has a letter stating 
that he has successfully completed Part | of the 
course leading to an Intermediate Certificate for 
School Librarians or who holds a Certificate as 
Elementary School Teacher-Librarian granted 
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prior to 1968 to those who successfully completed 
the two-part course for elementary school teacher- 
librarians. Candidates must submit evidence of at 
least one year of successful experience as a 
school librarian. Preference will be given, until the 
final date for receiving applications, to those can- 
didates who have had one year of experience ina 
school library subsequent to successful comple- 
tion of the Intermediate, Part | session. Enrolment 
to this course will be limited. 


Course information: This course will give each 
candidate an opportunity to choose from a variety 
of courses those which are most pertinent to his 
needs. Courses include school library design, cur- 
riculum development, services to reluctant read- 
ers, advanced media workshop, history of chil- 
dren’s literature, Canadian materials, reference 
services, and advanced work in the organization of 
print and non-print materials. A teacher admitted 
to this course is required to complete a reading 
program. 


Certification: A Specialist Certificate in School 
Librarianship will be granted to a teacher who 
holds an Interim or Permanent Elementary Schoo! 
Teacher's Certificate, Standard 4, and who suc- 
cessfully completes this course. 


An Intermediate Certificate for School Librarians 
will be granted to a teacher who holds an Ontario 
interim or permanent elementary school-teaching 
certificate other than the Standard 4, and who suc- 
cessfully completes this course. 


Location: Ottawa and Toronto. 


Environmental Studies 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: The purpose of this course 
is to assist teachers of the primary, junior, and in- 
termediate divisions in planning programs centred 
on the relationship of man to his environment 
whether that environment be natural or man-made, 
rural or urban. A special effort will be made to pre- 
pare teachers for implementation of the Environ- 
mentai Studies section of the revised guideline for 
the Primary and Junior Divisions. 


Essentially this course has been designed to pro- 
vide teachers with: (a) practical skills and 
knowledge related to the study of the environment; 
(b) practical experiences related to learning out- 
side the classroom; (c) opportunities to develop

units and to plan out-of-school learning experi- 
ences related to the local environment. 


A study will be made of the physical and cultural 
environment of Owen Sound and the surrounding 
region to demonstrate how teachers can make use 
of the resources of the local community. This 
study will be multidisciplinary in nature and will 
look at the community from a variety of viewpoints: 
geographical, geological, historical, scientific. The 
course will include field-work; seminar sessions; 
lectures; and practical work with maps, photo- 
graphs, laboratory and outdoor apparatus, models, 
and various visual communication aids. There will 
also be an opportunity to have the staff react to 
the teacher’s individual interests in environmental 
studies. 


Students will be asked to pay an additional fee, 
not exceeding $10.00, to cover the cost of trans- 
portation for field-trips. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Certificate in 
Environmental Studies. 


Location: Owen Sound. 


French Conversation - Intensive Summer 


Course (CIFO) 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary school attended by 
English-speaking students in Ontario or a certifi- 
cate or Letter of Standing qualifying him to teach 
in a secondary school attended by English-speak- 
ing students in Ontario may be admitted to this 
course, provided that he has standing in French at 
the Ontario Secondary School Honour Graduation 
Diploma level or its equivalent. Preference will be 
given to applicants who submit evidence that they 
have a contract to teach French in an Ontario ele- 
mentary or secondary school in the school year 
1974-75. Enrolment will be limited. 


Course information: The program, a five-week (7 
days each week) immersion course, consists of 
classes in French conversation, methodology, cul- 
ture and civilization, and linguistics. 


Certification: One of the following certificates will 
be issued in accordance with the regulations to a 
candidate who successfully completes the course. 


a) A teacher who holds a basic teaching certificate 
valid in an Ontario elementary school will receive 
a Certificate as Teacher of French to English- 
speaking Pupils in Elementary Schools. 


b) A teacher who holds a basic teaching certificate 
valid in an Ontario elementary school and the Cer- 
tificate as Teacher of French to English-speaking 
Pupils will receive a Letter of Success. 


c)A teacher who holds a basic teaching certificate 
qualifying him to teach in an Ontario secondary 
school will receive a Certificate in Oral French. 


Location: King’s Hall, a private school in Comp- 
ton, Quebec, where candidates will live in resi- 
dence and receive instruction from native French- 
speaking teachers. The school has modern resi- 
dence accommodation (double-occupancy 
rooms), classrooms, library, gymnasium, swim- 
ming pool, tennis courts, and other recreational 
facilities which will be at the disposal of course 
members. 


Candidates arriving at Compton on July 2 will be 
given an opportunity to register between the hours 
of 2:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. and 7:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. 


Integrated Arts 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. Enrol- 
ment will be limited. 


Course information: This is a concentrated 
three-week (fifteen-day) course having the same 
credit and approximate class time as the usual 
five-week one. It will be offered from August 5-23 
inclusive. The intent is to provide awareness expe- 
rience, and involvement in the arts and to give 
teachers at mainly the primary and junior levels 
the background for developing arts curricula. Em- 
phasis will be on a broad exploratory approach to 
visual arts, design, sound, movement, expressive 
language, and their interrelationships. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes this course will be granted a Certificate in 
Arts-Integrated. 


Location: Hamilton. 


Integrated Studies 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: The purpose of this course 
is to translate a generally accepted theoretical 
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approach to the learning process into practical 
suggestions that may be adapted by teachers. A 
major thrust of the course will be to prepare teach- 
ers for implementation of the revised guideline for 
the Primary and Junior Divisions. 


Teachers will be assisted in developing implemen- 
tation materials (such as booklets, 8mm films, and 
tapes) to meet local needs. The course is de- 
signed to help teachers develop programs that uti- 
lize the everyday experiences of children as start- 
ing points for activities in which the ideas and 
skills usually associated with particular subject 
disciplines will be developed. 


The staff will endeavour to create a model, at an 
adult level, of the relationship that should exist 
between teacher and learner. Opportunities will be 
provided for each teacher to have practical experi- 
ence in planning and in using a theme to develop 
units of work that embrace the conventional sub- 
jects. New techniques for evaluating and reporting 
student progress in an individualized activity-cen- 
tred program will be examined. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Certificate in 
Integrated Studies. 


Location: East Toronto. 


Language Arts 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. Enrol- 
ment will be limited. 


Course information: The first half of the lan- 
guage arts course will consist of a series of lec- 
tures on the nature of language; the principles of 
language development; and the processes of lis- 
tening, speaking, reading, and writing. Each lec- 
ture will be followed by a seminar directed to de- 
veloping further the ideas presented in the lecture 
and to the establishment of a sound theoretical 
base for school language programs. 


The second half of the course will consist of a se- 
ries of lectures on the teaching of listening, speak- 
ing, reading, and writing. These will relate class- 
room instruction to the theoretical base already 
established. Each lecture in this part of the course 
will be followed by discussion or workshop groups 
through which teachers will be able to study, eval- 
uate, and devise teaching procedure. 
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The main focus and direction of the Language Arts 
course is the study of language and not the orga- 
nization and development of the language-experi- 
ence classroom. It will, however, become possible . 
for teachers to apply the theories of language 
learning and the practices of expert authors to pro- 
jects related to building their own language pro- 
grams. Provision is also made for the study of lan- 
guage programs for special situations for which 
teachers must prepare themselves. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Certificate in 
Language Arts. 


Location: Barrie and Woodstock. 


Learning Materials Methodology 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. Enrol- 
ment will be limited. 


Course information: This course is planned to 
encourage teachers to study the role of media 
(both hardware and software) in learning and to 
become familiar with many of these presently 
available. Film, television, and audio and non-pro- 
jected materials will be used extensively by stu- 
dents and staff in production and evaluation activ- 
ities. Ample time, equipment, and assistance will 
be available so that individual teachers may 
become proficient in the operation of audio-visual 
equipment. Emphasis will be placed on the sup- 
port materials of P1J1. The course has been de- 
signed so that all teachers - regardless of subject 
and division interests and whether novice or ex- 
pert in media studies - may work meaningfully at 
an individualized program. 


Candidates will be asked to pay an additional 
$10.00 fee for supplies. Payment should be made 
in cash during the first week of the course. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Certificate in 
Learning Materials. 


Note: A teacher who holds an Audio-Visual Meth- 
ods Certificate and who successfully completes 
the Ministry Summer Course in Learning Materials 
Methodology will be eligible to receive two credits 
in the Standards plan in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Circular 635. 


Location: Burlington. 


Elementary Mathematics (P1J1) 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: The course is designed to 
familiarize teachers with methods and approaches 
in mathematics at the primary and junior levels. 
Opportunities will be provided for teachers to ex- 
pand their background in mathematics and to plan 
an integrated program for students. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Certificate in 
Elementary Mathematics. 


Location: Peterborough and Waterloo. 


Intermediate Mathematics (7, 8) 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: The course is designed to 
familiarize teachers with content and methodolo- 
gies suitable for the early intermediate level. Em- 
phasis will be given to curriculum planning; games 
and activities for introducing and reinforcing con- 
cepts and skills; applications; strategies for as- 
sessment and diagnostic testing; and new trends 
in curriculum drawn from local and international 
projects. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Certificate in 
Intermediate Division Mathematics. 


Location: Hamilton. 


Méthodes primaires, tre et 2e parties 


Conditions d’admission: Les détenteurs d'un 
brevet d’enseignement ou d’une lettre d’attesta- 
tion valides dans les écoles élémentaires ou sec- 
ondaires de |’Ontario sont admissibles a ce cours.

Music 


An applicant may request admission in Toronto 
to both a vocal music course, which will be held 
mornings, and an instrumental music course, 
which will be held afternoons. However, only 
those applicants who have an adequate back- 
ground in music should consider taking both. An 
applicant for both a vocal music course and an 
instrumental music course is to complete an 
application form for each course. 


Candidates admitted to the music courses will be 
required to participate in the summer school 
choir or orchestra, including one evening per- 
formance, and to provide themselves with a lim- 
ited number of textbooks, particulars of which 
will be specified with the formal letter of 
admission. 


Each candidate enrolled in an instrumental music 
course will be asked to pay a fee of $3.00 on reg- 
istration for the use of the instruments. 


Candidates enrolled in an instrumental music 
course only will be required to attend one class 
daily in a vocal music course starting at 12:20 


p.m. 


Music - Vocal Elementary, Type B 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or a Letter of Standing qualify- 
ing him to teach in an elementary school in On- 
tario or who holds minimum qualification of a High 
School Assistant's Certificate may be admitted to 
this course. No previous special training in music 
is necessary. 


Course information: This course will deal with 
the implementation of music as outlined in the 
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Ministry's P1J1 curriculum guideline and will in- 
clude methods and practice teaching, sight-sing- 
ing and ear-training, choral repertoire and tech- 
niques, music appreciation, and rudiments of mu- 
sic. In addition, a number of optional subjects will 
be offered. These will be listed and described in 
literature to be sent to each teacher who has been 
admitted to the course. Applicants may select ei- 
ther Unit 1, dealing with the Primary Division, or 
Unit 2, dealing with the Junior Division. 


Certification: An Elementary Vocal Music Certif- 
icate, Type B, will be granted to an elementary 
school teacher who successfully completes the 
course. A teacher holding a High School Assist- 
ant’s Certificate only or a Letter of Standing will be 
granted a Letter of Success. 


Location: Toronto (mornings). 


Music - Vocal Intermediate, Type B 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds an Elementary Vocal Music Certificate, Type 
B and submits evidence of at least one year of 
successful teaching experience may be admitted 
to this course. 


Course information: This course will deal with 
the implementation of music as outlined in the 
Ministry’s P1J1 curriculum guideline and will in- 
clude methods and practice teaching, sight-sing- 
ing and ear-training, choral repertoire and tech- 
niques, music appreciation, and rudiments of mu- 
sic.

Location: Toronto (mornings). 


Music - Vocal Supervisor’s 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds an Intermediate Vocal Music Certificate, 
Type B, and submits evidence of two years of suc- 
cessful teaching experience or one who holds a 
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High School Assistant's Certificate and a Vocal 
Music Specialist Certificate may be admitted to 
this course. 


Course information: This course will deal with 
music in the upper level of the elementary school 
as outlined in the Ministry's curriculum guideline, 
Music, Intermediate Division, and will include 
methods and practice teaching, sight-singing and 
ear-training, choral repertoire and techniques, 
music appreciation, and rudiments of music. In 
addition, a number of optional subjects will be 
offered. These will be listed and described in liter- 
ature to be sent to each teacher who has been 
admitted to the course. This course deals with the 
first two years of the Intermediate Division and 
with the organization and administration of an ele- 
mentary school music program. 


Certification: A Supervisor's Certificate in Vocal 
Music will be granted to an elementary school 
teacher who successfully completes the course. A 
teacher holding only a High School Assistant's 
Certificate or a Letter of Standing will be granted a 
Letter of Success. 


Location: Toronto (mornings). 


Music - Vocal Intermediate, Type A, Part | 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to this course if he holds 


a) acertificate qualifying him to teach in the sec- 
ondary schools of Ontario, or 


b) an Elementary School Teacher’s Certificate, 
Standard 4, or 


c) aLetter of Standing having the force of any of 
the certificates in (a) or (b). 


Course information: This course will deal with 
music in the intermediate level of the secondary 
school as outlined in the Ministry’s curriculum 
guideline, Music, Intermediate Division, and will 
include methods and practice teaching, sight-sing- 
ing and ear-training, music appreciation, and rudi- 
ments of music.

Course information: This course will deal with 
music in the Intermediate and Senior Divisions of a 
secondary school up to and including the Second- 
ary School Graduation Diploma level, and will in- 
clude methods and practice teaching, sight-sing- 
ing and ear-training, choral repertoire and tech- 
niques, music appreciation, and rudiments of mu- 
sic. In addition, a number of optional subjects will 
be offered. These will be listed and described in 
literature to be sent to each teacher who has been 
admitted to the course.

Native Languages Methodology 


Eligibility for admission: Consideration will be 
given to every applicant on the basis of back- 
ground, experience, and aptitude. An applicant will 
be expected to be able to converse fluently in the 
native language in the section of the course for 
which he applies. Preferably the applicant will hold 
a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying him to 
teach in an elementary or secondary school in 


Ontario, but other applications will receive special 
consideration. 


Course information: The purpose of this course 
IS to provide teachers with skills and knowledge to 
use the native language as a language of instruc- 
tion where the native language is the first lan- 
guage, or to teach a course in the native language 
where the native language is not the first 
language. 


The program, a five-week intensive course, will 
consist of classes in conversation, methodology, 
culture, and linguistics. The course will be divided 
into three sections so that the classes will be of- 
fered in Cree, Ojibway, and Mohawk. 


It is anticipated that the teachers will have the 
opportunity to develop materials which will assist 
their work in the classroom. 


Ministry credit: A candidate who successfully 
completes the course will be issued a statement 
or a Certificate as follows: 


(a) A teacher who holds a basic teaching certifi- 
cate valid in an elementary or secondary school in 
Ontario will receive a Certificate as a Teacher 

of (the applicable language). 


(b) A candidate who does not hold a teaching certif- 
icate will receive a Letter of Attendance indicating 
the language in which the course was taken. 


Location: London, Ontario. 


Primary Education, Supervisor’s 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to this course if he holds the Primary 
Methods Certificates (Part | and Part Il) and sub- 
mits evidence of at least five years of successful 
teaching experience, at least three years of which 
shall have been in kindergarten and/or the Pri- 
mary Division of an elementary school. 


Course information: This course will offer ad- 
vanced study for teachers, consultants, and su- 
pervisors of the Primary Division. An intensive 
study of child growth and development will include 
work with children, curriculum development, con- 
cepts of evaluation, and the role of the consultant. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Supervisor's 
Certificate in Primary Education. 


Location: Toronto. 
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Primary Methods, Parts | and Il 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: The major focus of these 
sessions in Primary Education will be a study of 
child development. Work with children, including 
both observation and interaction in individual and 
group learning situations, will be provided. Staff 
teams will be selected to facilitate in-depth 
studies of various areas of the curriculum includ- 
ing communication, environment, and aesthetics. 
Lectures, seminars, small-group discussions, 
workshops, and field trips are planned and will be 
adapted to the needs and interests of the partici- 
pating teachers. 


Certification: Individual studies undertaken by 
the teacher will fulfil the requirements necessary 
for either Part | or Part Il certification. 


Location: Kingston, St. Catharines, Sudbury 
(French and English), Toronto (East and West), 
Waterloo. 


Principals’ Course 


Eligibility for admission: A candidate who has 
met the admission requirements outlined in Mem- 
orandum 1973-74:14, dated December 20, 1973, 
re the Principals’ Course, may be admitted to this 
course. He should complete one of Forms 
35PC(E), 35PC(S1) or 35PC(S2), which were dis- 
tributed with Memorandum 1973-74: 14, for sub- 
mission to the local chief supervisory officer who 
will forward the application to the Director, Curric- 
ulum Services Branch, 16th floor, Mowat Block, 
Queen's Park, Toronto M7A 1M6. An accepted 
candidate must also complete an official Ministry 
Summer Course application and send it to the Min- 
istry of Education, Ontario, P. O. Box 560, Station 
F, Toronto. The latter application form should be 
submitted only after the candidate has been noti- 
fied of admittance and should name the centre to 
which the candidate has been assigned. 


Course information: The course will consist of 
three sessions: Elementary Section; Secondary 
Section, First Session; Secondary Section, Second 
Session. The objectives for the Principals’ Course 
are as follows: 


a) to develop a better understanding of the role of 
the principal in relation to the Ministry of Educa- 
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tion, Boards of Education, staff, students, commu- 
nity, professional colleagues, and society; 


b) to develop a better understanding of the effect 
of different leadership styles on staff, children, and 
others; 


c) to develop a better understanding of the 
process of curriculum development, imple- 
mentation, and evaluation; and 


d) to develop increased skill in identifying and uti- 
lizing school and community resources. 


Certification: An Interim Elementary School Prin- 
cipal’s Certificate will be granted to each candi- 
date who successfully completes the Elementary 
Section of the course. An Interim Secondary 
School Principal’s Certificate, Type B, will be 
granted to each candidate who successfully com- 
pletes the Secondary Section, First Session. An 
Interim Secondary School Principal's Certificate, 
Type A, will be granted to each candidate who 
successfully completes the Secondary Section, 
Second Session, this summer. Memorandum 
1970-71:7 gives further information concerning 
these certificates. 


Location: Candidates will be assigned to a cen- 
tre. At Queen’s University, Kingston; the University 
of Western Ontario, London; Seneca College, To- 
ronto; the University of Waterloo, Waterloo; and 
Laurentian University, Sudbury, the course will be 
held from July 8 to August 2 for the Elementary 
Section and the Secondary Section, First Session. 
At Trent University, Peterborough, the course will 
be held from July 8 to July 31 for the Elementary 
Section and the Secondary Section, First Session, 
with a pre-course weekend. The Secondary Sec- 
tion, Second Session, will be held only at Trent 
University, Peterborough, from July 8 to August 2. 
Candidates will present themselves for registra- 
tion between 7:00 p.m. and 9:00 p.m. on July 7, 
1974.

evidence that they will be employed in 1974-75 in 
a Special Education program or service. 


Course information: The program leading to the 
Elementary Special Education Certificate is in- 
tended as a broad overview of the the entire field 
of education for exceptional students and of in- 
structional approaches which have a wide 
application. 


Students are required to bring books and materi- 
als as outlined in Orientation Bulletin 1974 to be 
mailed to all applicants. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted an Elementary 
Certificate in Special Education. 


Location: Hamilton, Kitchener-Waterloo, London, 
Sudbury, and Toronto. Enrolment will be limited at 
each location. Applicants may be asked to attend 
a less crowded centre. 


Advanced standing: Students with courses in 
Special Education taken elsewhere may submit 
transcripts of such work and request advanced 
standing prior to applying for the course. 


See also: the announcements of courses at York 
and Ottawa Universities. 


Special Education - Intermediate 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to this course if he holds an Elementary 
Special Education Certificate and submits ev- 
idence of one year of successful teaching experi- 
ence in the schools of Ontario certified by the su- 
pervisory officer concerned. On the recommenda- 
tion of the supervisory officer concerned, the Edu- 
cation Records Branch may admit to a course in 
Special Education an applicant whose education 
and experience has been obtained outside the 
province of Ontario. Requests for advanced stand- 
ing should be accompanied by transcripts of 
courses taken elsewhere. 


Students are required to bring certain books and 
material as outlined in Orientation Bulletin 1974 to 
be mailed to all applicants. 


Course information: Students will select two 
options in each of which an in-depth study of edu- 
cational programs for an area of exceptionality will 
be made. Not all options will be given in every 
centre.

Special Education - Specialist 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admittted to this course if he holds an Intermedi- 
ate Special Education Certificate and submits ev- 
idence of at least one year of successful teaching 
experience in Special Education (including inte- 
grated and partially-integrated programs) subse- 
quent to the date of the Intermediate Certificate, 
certified by the supervisory officer concerned. On 
the recommendation of the supervisory officer 
concerned, the Education Records Branch may 
admit to a course in Special Education an appli- 
cant whose education and experience has been 
obtained outside the province of Ontario. Re- 
quests for advanced standing should be accompa- 
nied by transcripts of courses taken elsewhere. 


Course information: This program consists of 
two compulsory courses and one option. The ma- 
jor focus is on intensive, diagnostic, remedial 
practicum. 


Students are required to bring certain books and 
material as outlined in Orientation Bulletin 1974 to 
be mailed to all applicants. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully com- 
pletes the course will be granted a Specialist Cer- 
tificate, Special Education. 


Location: Hamilton, London, Ottawa, and Toronto. 
Enrolment will be limited at each centre.

Special Education - Teaching Trainable 
Retarded Children, Elementary 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to the elementary course who holds one 


of the following: 
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a) a teaching certificate or Letter of Standing valid 
in the elementary schools of Ontario; 


b) a Diploma in Pre-School Education obtained at 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute; 


c) a Diploma in Child Study obtained at the Insti- 
tute of Child Study of the University of Toronto; 


d) a Diploma in Early Childhood Education ob- 
tained at an Ontario college of applied arts and 
technology. 


If the number of applicants exceeds the number 
that can be accommodated, preference will be 
given to applicants who furnish evidence that they 
will be employed in a 1974-75 program for men- 
tally retarded children. 


Course information: The elementary course is 
designed to provide teachers with basic training in 
planning educational programs for trainable, men- 
tally handicapped students. The course will focus 
on the study of individual students to acquaint 
teachers with behavioural patterns of the trainable 
mentally handicapped in order to develop an ap- 
preciation of the developmental needs of the 
students. 


Demonstration of unit lessons with groups of train- 
able, mentally handicapped students and directed 
observation of individual children in various learn- 
ing situations will be included. 


The course will consist of the following areas: 


a) principal developmental characteristics of train- 
able, mentally handicapped children based on 
general child development; 


b) methods and techniques effective in teaching 
trainable, mentally handicapped children including 
the preparation and use of materials and current 
approaches in teaching; 


c) program planning: daily, weekly, monthly, indi- 
vidual, and group programs; immediate and long- 
range goals; planning learning experiences; struc- 
turing activities; 


d) development of an understanding of the com- 
munication needs of mentally handicapped chil- 
dren (communication skills); 


e) demonstrations of physical activities, music, 
and a variety of arts and crafts activities geared to 
the needs of trainable, mentally handicapped stu- 
dents (sensory-motor skills); and

f) classroom organization and management. 


Certification: An Elementary Certificate in Teach- 
ing Trainable Retarded Children will be granted to 
a candidate who successfully completes the Ele- 
mentary course. 


Location: Toronto. 


Special Education - Teaching Trainable 
Retarded Children, Intermediate 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to the Intermediate course who holds an 
Elementary Certificate in Teaching Trainable Re- 
tarded Children or its equivalent and who holds 
one of the following: 


a) a letter issued by the Ministry of Education stat- 
ing that the applicant is deemed qualified as a 
teacher of trainable retarded children under subs- 
ection 2 of section 9 of Regulation 204 of Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1970; 


b) a teaching certificate or Letter of Standing valid 
in the elementary schools of Ontario; 


c) a Diploma in Pre-School Education obtained at 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute; 


d) a Diploma in Child Study obtained at the Insti- 
tute of Child Study of the University of Toronto; 


e) a Diploma in Early Childhood Education ob- 
tained at an Ontario college of applied arts and 
technology. 


If the number of applicants exceeds the number 
that can be accommodated, preference will be 
given to applicants who furnish evidence that they 
will be employed in a 1974-75 program for men- 
tally retarded children. 


Course information: The major focus of the 
course is on curriculum development and the im- 
plementation of the curriculum into daily school 
activities. Included are studies of learning charac- 
teristics of trainable, mentally handicapped stu- 
dents to assist teachers in the development of re- 
alistic educational goals in planning for the growth 
of individual children. 


This course will include: 


a) curriculum development for Junior, Intermedi- 
ate, and Senior students in four curriculum areas; 


b) practice teaching with groups of trainable, men- 
tally handicapped students; 


c) ‘Psychology of Learning’’; 
d) “Etiology of Mental Retardation’”’; 
e) ‘Behavioural Management”’; 


f) “Planning Physical and Social Learning Environ- 
ments’; and 


g) ‘The Mentally Retarded in his Family and 
Society”’. 


Certification: An Intermediate Certificate in 
Teaching Trainable Retarded Children will be 
granted to each candidate who successfully com- 
pletes the Intermediate course. 


Location: Toronto. 


Teachers of Native Children 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: This course has been cre- 
ated for those teachers who will be going into In- 
dian reserve communities, or who have native 
children in their classes, or who wish to improve 
their teaching about the native people. 


It is hoped that this course will better prepare 
teachers to work with these children of another 
culture. 


Features of the course will include: acculturation 
of the teacher into the historical and cultural back- 
ground of the native people; the contemporary sit- 
uation; the role of the teacher in the community; 
methods of adapting and adopting programs to 
suit the needs and environment of the children; 
guidance in developing needed aspects of the lan- 
guage arts; an introduction to the Indian lan- 
guages of Ontario; an insight into the philosophy 
of the native people through guided field trips to 
reserve communities; and the development of self- 
awareness on the part of the teacher. 


Certification: A Certificate as Teacher of Native 
Children will be granted to a teacher who success- 
fully completes the course. 


Location: London. 


Teaching English as a Second Language 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 


him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. Prefer- 
ence will be given, however, to those applicants 
who provide, with their application, written ev- 
idence from the board concerned that they will be 
engaged in this work, at least part-time, during the 
1974-75 school year. An applicant whose first lan- 
guage is other than English may be asked to un- 
dergo a preliminary test to show evidence of a sat- 
isfactory command of English. Enrolment will be 
limited. Applicants are advised to apply early. 


Course information: This course is designed for 
teachers who supervise or teach classes in En- 
glish and citizenship for newcomers in Ontario, 
and will include: developments in the science of 
linguistics as they affect the teaching of a second 
language and techniques and methods of teaching 
English as a second language, with each partici- 
pant required to do a minimum of 10 hours of prac- 
tice teaching; understanding of the problems in- 
volved in learning a foreign language, with each 
participant assuming the role of student in a for- 
eign-language course designed to dovetail with 
the method and content of the other sections of 
the curriculum; approaches to problems of grad- 
ing, testing, supervising, and administering 
classes to newcomers; and the sociological and 
psychological problems facing newcomers in 
learning English and in adjusting to the realities of 
their new life in Canada. Some time will be spent 
examining the cultural implications of language- 
learning by adults who have moved from one cul- 
tural environment into another. Practice-teaching 
periods will be held in the afternoons. 


Certification: A Certificate in Teaching English as 
a Second Language will be granted to a teacher 
who successfully completes the course. 


Location: London and Toronto. 


Teaching French to English-Speaking 
Pupils in Elementary Schools 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant may be 
admitted to this course if he submits evidence of 
standing in French at the Ontario Secondary 
School Honour Graduation Level and has reason- 
able fluency in French. (An applicant who has 
standing in French from another jurisdiction 
should submit evidence of this standing to the 
Education Records Branch, Ministry of Education, 
Ontario, Mowat Block, 18th floor, Queen’s Park, 
Toronto, Ontario, M7A 1L8, in order that his aca- 
demic eligibility for admission to the course may 
be determined.) 
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(continued) 


When the required evidence has been received, 
arrangements for an interview to ascertain the 
applicant’s suitability for the course will be made 
by the Ministry of Education. 


An applicant must also 


a) hold a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an Ontario elementary school at- 
tended by English-speaking pupils; or 


b) hold an Interim or Permanent Elementary 
School Teacher’s Certificate (French only) or Sec- 
ond Class Certificate (French only) qualifying him 
to teach only French to English-speaking pupils in 
an Ontario elementary school; or 


c) hold an interim or permanent certificate or Letter 
of Standing qualifying him to teach in an Ontario 
elementary school classroom attended oy French- 
speaking pupils; or 


d) hoid a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an Ontario secondary school. 


Course information: This course is designed to 
prepare candidates to practise the broad, human- 
istic principles of elementary education expressed

in the P1J1 guideline. The language classes, con- 
sisting of French conversation and diction, are 
designed to ensure that the teacher will possess a 
standard, educated French, from the point of view 
of both pronunciation and vocabulary. The meth- 
odology classes will include a study of the aims of 
the French program, the principles of methodol- 
ogy, an introduction to linguistics, practical work 
with a variety of audio-visual devices, demonstra- 
tion classes, and practice teaching. Extra after- 
noon classes in French conversation and diction 
may be assigned, at the discretion of the principal. 


Certification: A teacher who holds a certificate 
qualifying him to teach in an Ontario elementary 
school and who successfully completes the 
course will be granted a Certificate as Teacher of 
French to English-Speaking Pupils in Elementary 
Schools. 


A teacher who holds a certificate qualifying him to 
teach in an Ontario secondary school, and who 
successfully completes the course, will be 
granted a Temporary Certificate as Teacher of 
French to English-speaking pupils. 


Location: Toronto. 


Seminars and Workshops 


The seminars and workshops described in this 
section will be offered provided that enrolment is 
sufficient. A Letter of Attendance will be issued to 
a teacher completing a seminar. This Letter of At- 
tendance will not have credit for the Standards 
program, but will provide documentation of suc- 
cessful participation in a professional develop- 
ment activity.

Course information: The workshops are 12 days 
in length, running from July 2-17 and July 18-Au- 
gust 2 inclusive. They are offered in conjunction 
with the regular five-week Art summer courses.

Ministry credit: A teacher who completes either 
workshop will be given a Letter of Attendance. 

This Letter of Attendance will not be counted as a 
credit for the purposes of the Standards program. 


Location: Toronto, Brantford, Brockville, and 
Sudbury. 


Classics Summer Seminar - Innovative 


Approaches 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: This seminar will review 
current innovative trends in Classics. It will ex- 
plore the practical implications of developments in 
both linguistic and non-linguistic courses. Partici- 
pants will have an opportunity to examine such 
topics as the aims, content, methods, print and 
non-print resources, and student-centred activities 
appropriate to the new approaches in Classics. 


Ministry credit: A teacher who completes this 
seminar will be given a Letter of Attendance. This 
Letter of Attendance will not be counted as a 
credit for the purposes of the Standards program. 


Location: Kingston, August 19-23. 


Family Studies Seminars (Home 
Economics) - Canadian Family in 
Perspective 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a university degree with a concentration in 
home economics and a certificate or Letter of 
Standing qualifying her to teach home economics 
in the Senior Division may be admitted to this 
seminar. Consideration will, however, be given to 
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applicants with suitable qualifications. Enrolment 
will be limited. 


Course information: This seminar will include an 
intensive examination of the Canadian Family in 
Perspective guideline and will take into account 
both the subject matter of the course and the 
process of learning. The seminar will be designed 
to facilitate the planning of up-to-date programs 
that are relevant to the needs and maturity of 
students. 


Ministry credit: A teacher who completes the 
seminar will be given a Letter of Attendance. This 
Letter of Attendance will not be counted as a 
credit for the purposes of the Standards program. 


Location: Ontario Room, Macdonald Block, Par- 
liament Buildings, 900 Bay Street, Toronto, On- 
tario, M7A 1M6, August 6-16. 


Family Studies Seminars (Home 
Economics) - Family Studies, Intermediate 
Division 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
her to teach home economics in an elementary or 
secondary school in Ontario may be admitted to 
this seminar. Enrolment will be limited. | 


Course information: This seminar will be de- 
signed to assist teachers in implementing pro- 
grams that are based on the current needs of stu- 
dents in the Intermediate Division. The seminar 
will include both an exploration of the rationale of 
the new Family Studies guideline for the Interme- 
diate Division and experiences in co-operative 
program-planning. 


Ministry credit: A teacher who completes the 
seminar will be given a Letter of Attendance. This 
Letter of Attendance will not be counted as a 
credit for the purposes of the Standards program. 


Location: Sudbury - August 12 to 23, Ottawa - 
August 12 to 23. 

Guidance Seminars - Career Development 
Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 


holds a Specialist Certificate in Guidance may be 
admitted to this course. 


Course information: The seminar will include 
work on values Clarification, creative problem- 
solving, effective decision-making, and career- 
development theories. The seminar will be of inter- 
est to elementary and secondary school guidance 
counsellors, but the seminar will be of particular 
interest to guidance counsellors who are working 
with groups of students. It is expected that each 
candidate will take up residence at the site of the 
seminar. 


Ministry credit: A teacher who completes the 
above seminar will be given a Letter of Attend- 
ance. This Letter of Attendance will not be 
counted as a credit for the purposes of the Stan- 
dards program.

Guidance Seminars - Emergent Design 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a Specialist Certificate in Guidance may be 
admitted to this course. 


Course information: The seminar will include 
work on those aspects of guidance as determined 
by the learning needs of the participants. The par- 
ticipants will establish the structure and content of 
the seminar. Participants to this seminar will be 
required to meet for one day in early June to es- 
tablish goals and priorities. It is expected that 
each candidate will take up residence at the site of 
the seminar.

Adlerian Workshop - Understanding 
Behaviour, Coping with Misbehaviour 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a teaching certificate valid in Ontario may be 
admitted to this seminar. 


Course information: The seminar will cover the 
following topics: our changing society and our pre- 
sent dilemma: the four mistaken goals of misbeha- 
viour; logical and natural consequences versus 
punishment; encouragement techniques; parent 


effectiveness training; practical classroom appli- 
cation. It is expected that each candidate will take 
up residence at the site of the seminar. 


Ministry credit: A teacher who completes the 
above seminar will be given a Letter of Attend- 
ance. This Letter of Attendance will not be 
counted as a credit for the purposes of the Stan- 
dards program. 


Location: Ottawa, August 18 to August 23. 


Informatics Seminar 


Eligibility for admission: An Ontario teacher 
who is employed to teach a course offered under 
the Informatics guideline may be admitted to this 
course. 


Course information: This one-week seminar will 
be based on the Ministry of Education Informatics 
guideline. 


Certain units of instruction as determined by the 
needs of the applicant will be covered. The objec- 
tives, course development, and teaching tech- 
niques will be considered. Print and non-print re- 
source material will be reviewed. Equipment rep- 
resentatives are expected to be available at a ses- 
sion in the course. 


Ministry credit: A teacher who completes this 
seminar will be given a Letter of Attendance. This 
Letter of Attendance will not be counted as a 
credit for the purposes of the Standards program.

Metrication 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an elementary or secondary school 
in Ontario may be admitted to this course. 


Course information: The purpose of this course 
is to familiarize teachers who have leadership 
roles in their schools with the implementation of 
the metric system. The course will include topics 
such as a rationale of metric conversion; the met- 
ric system, in particular the modernized Interna- 
tional System of Units; metric activities, pedagogy, 
and resources; metric implementation strategies; 
measuring devices; curricular changes. 


Ministry credit: A teacher who completes the 
course will be given a Letter of Attendance. This 
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Letter of Attendance will not be counted as a 
credit for the purposes of the Standards program. 


Location: Toronto, August 12-August 16. 


Music Workshops - Materials, Procedures 


and Problems in the Primary and Junior 
Divisions 


Eligibility for admission: An applicant who 
holds a certificate or Letter of Standing qualifying 
him to teach in an Ontario school may be admitted 
to this workshop. 


Course information: Workshop sessions and 
seminars will deal specifically with materials, pro- 
cedures, and problems at the Primary and Junior 
level and will be directed towards implementation 
of the Ministry’s curriculum guideline P1J1. De- 
tailed information will be forwarded on receipt of 
application. The workshop will be held from Sun- 
day, August 25th, to Thursday, August 29th. Par- 
ticipants are asked to arrive at the park for regis- 
tration between 3 and 4 o'clock in the afternoon.
